FAVORITE 


THIEF, SHY $4,000 


Greenebaum Teller, 
a German, Promises 
to Repay. 


Arthur Brucklos, for the last three 
years Manager of the foreign and for- 
eign trust departments of the Greene- 
baum Sons Bank and Trust company, 
9 South La Salle street, was taken into 
custody yesterday on a warrant charg- | 
ing him with larceny by embezzlement. | 
He is said to be short $4,000. 

Brucklos, who is 38 years old, had 
been made ill through worry that his 
thefts would be discovered and had 
purchased poison to end his life and 
had written a letter confessing his , 
guilt. 

Evidence to this effect came to light | 
when he was taken from his home' 
at 4832 Wentworth avenue and was 
being searched at the detective bureau. 

Brucklos is a German enemy alien. 
As soon as he was placed in a cell he 
got in touch, he said, with an offictal 
of the bank and tried to effect settle- 
ment of his shortage by offering to 
sign over his rights to an inheritance 
of 300,000 marks (about $75.000) due to 
him in about two months if the bank 
would advance him $3.500 to cover the 
solicitor’s fees and other incidentals. 


According to Brucklos, the bank off-. 
cial said he would take the offer under 
advisement. He will be given a hear- 
ing this morning in the South Clark 
street court.

Then by 
false entries in the accounts of em- 
ployés and others at the bank he 
raised more funds. 
| His embezzlements, he admitted, 
‘amount to about $4,000, but according 
to the police a full check of his books 
| has not yet been completed. When he 
became ill through worry a week ago 
and remained at home, the man taking 
his place discovered a $200 shortage 
when an employé wished to withdraw 
$200 from his account. A further check 
disclosed other shortages and a war- 
rant was sworn out on Monday for his 
arrest. 

Bad Luck His Middle Name. 

Brucklos was bonded by the Amer- 
joan Surety company, which will have 
to stand the loss to the bank. 

His bad luck and poor judgment in 
his business ventures were not his 
only source of worry. 

“Just think, I told a Russian some 
time ago when rubles were down to | 
buy and told him when to sell,” Bruck- 
los explained. “ This man cleaned up 
$15,000 on my advice and guess what 
he gave me? A box of cigars.”

It strikes out 
also the house proposal to increase the 
tax on boxes held at the opera or thea- 
ter to 25 per cent and restores the rate 
of 10 per cent. 

Where tickets are sold at an ad 


theater, a tax of 10 per cent is to 
paid on any excess not above 50 cents, 
and where the advance is more than} 
50 cents a tax of 50 per cent. The lat- 
ter rate applies also to gickets sold at 
any advance at a theater box office or 
by employés of the theater.

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“GET READY NOW,” 
APPEAL BY WOOD: 
WARNS OF PERIL 


PEKA, Kas., Jan. 22.—Calmly 
referring to “the next war” 
Maj.. Gen. Leonard Wood made 
a strong appeal before a joint 
session of the Kansas legislature to 
day for a system of universal train- 
ing for national defense. He outlined 
what he termed “the idea of the great 
leader who has gone—and of others,” 
and frequently quoted terse sayings 
of his friend, the late Theodore Roose- 
velt. 

Gen. Wood said his plan was to train 
youths not more than six months. 
He pointed out that the Tenth divi- 
sion was trained to perfection in four 
morths. He said that the plan of in- 
dustrial training along with military 
training, now being tried ‘out at Camp 
Funston, is successful. The training 
system, he said, was similar to that 
of the present national guard system. 

“To keep the smallest number of 
men in uniform as a standing army, 
but to have the largest number 
thoroughly trained to be ready when 
the country calls, is the plan,” he 
said. “The prediction that there will 
be no wars is as old as time, but war 
is like pestilence. It comes unawares 
and the most democratic method for 
a nation like ours is to be prepared. 
You cannot massage away by fine 
rhetorio the passions of nations 
whose methods and morals are en- 
tirely different from our own.” 

‘His reference to the “ fine league of 
nations already existing, between 
England, France, and’ America, not 
written in ink, but In the blood of 
common sacrifice,” brought applause.

Wounded at War's Crisis. 


Three hero “ Devil Dogs” reached 
Chicago at 4:45 p. m. and forgot their 
wounds as home folks greeted them. 
Corp. Lapine was accompanied by 
Sergt. Harry Clark of Omaha, Neb., 
and Priv. C. R. Haines of Hamp- 
shire, Ill. 

All were wounded {fn the crisis of 
the world war, and Haines will use 
a crutch for years to come because 
machine gun bullets ripped his right 
leg at Chateau Thierry. 

In another car of the train Priv. 
Ralph C. Peterson of Milwaukee and 
Sergt. George W. Jacobs, another 
Wisconsin man, also of the marine 
corps, displayed gold wound stripes 
and counted the, miles toward home.

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THE IRISH REPUBLIC. 


The Irish republic is not. The map published 
on another page of this issue of THe TRIBUNE 
shows why it is not and why it will not be. It 
may be proclaimed. It may be fought for and died 
for. It may cost English Hves and Irish lives, but 
it will not be. 

The British already have asserted one essential 
of their national security against President Wil- 
son’s fourteen and supplementary points and 
casual points contained in various addresses. 

This British point is that freedom of the seas 
shall proceed upon the idea that in British emer- 
gency the British navy shall control the seas. 
With this stipulation the seas may be as free as 
any one declares they ought to be. The British 
point has been sat upon, agreed to, recognized, and 
will prevail. In other points the British have small 
interest, because for them the remainder of the 
argument is largely academic. 

There remains for them merely an aspect of 
another point. That other one is the self-de- 
termination of nationalities. It is possible even 
for a Briton to get up some enthusiasm for the 
Jugo-Slavic self-determination. Such self-<determi- 
nation might work out upon the Adriatic flank of 
Italy, which is another thing from a self-determina- 
tion working out upon the flank of Great Britain. 

Irish self-determination, resulting in an Irish 
republic, would mean that British trade routes to 
the west would have a hostile, or possibly hosttle, 
base. If the Irish had the navy and the power 
they would have their republic. So long as the 
English have the navy and the power the Irish 
will not have their republic. They may have trou- 
ble, disaster, compromise, continued insurrection, 
a successful home government—they may have 
almost anything—but they will not have an inde- 
pendent republic. 

This is an unpopular thing to say in the United 
States, but it happens to be the truth. It is not the 
truth because the Irish are the Irish, but because 
Ireland is where it is. If Ireland were in the Baltic, 
the A®gean, the Adriatic, or out in the Atlantic 
or the Pacific, the British might even help them 
get their independence. But Ireland lies intimately 
west of Great Britain and in the line of the trade 
routes west. 

British commerce with America would be at the 
mercy of hostile marine bases on the Irish coast— 
sub and surface bases—and if the United States 
will not allow Mexico to give a naval base to 
Japan, it may be understood that Great Britain will 
not allow Ireland to become even a possibility of 
affording marine bases. 

The international rights of the Irish, their rights 
to complete independence, their rights to their 
land, their lives, habits and customs, language and 
legislature are undeniable in pure equity, but the 
Irish republic will not be. 

Equity for Ireland will come soon, we hope, in 
spite of traditions of English idiocy, obstinacy, and 
unfairness, but it will not come out in the shape 
of the Irish republic. 

Englishmen, in backing away from ideas of 
home rule, say that they will not allow the minority 
of Ulster to be coerced by the majority of the rest 
of Ireland. For that reason they allow the minority 
of Ulster to coerce the majority. 

Here in the United States we had no scruples, 
although some trouble, in coercing a minority to 
remain in what we conceived to be a political and 
geographical unit. But, however and whenever 
equity is to be found for Ireland, it will not be 
found in an Irish republic. Look at the map and 
see why. 

President Wilson is a man tenactous of idea, but 
he has seen this British point. The peace confer- 
ence will proceed to take up the Jugo-Slavs, the 
Czecho-Slovaks, etc.—blessed names and almost as 
far away as Mesopotamia. 

We admit that if the United States is to be vitally 
and preéminently interested in fatherland projects, 
there is mo reason why the Irish should not be 
first in our thoughts. They are very close to us, 
socially and politically. They have given a decided 
tinge to life in the United States and to its organi- 
zation. If we are to save the Jugo-Slavs, why 
shouldn't we save the Irish? There is no equity 
and no logic in it. There are merely facts and cer- 
tain prospects. 

Our program, demanded by various nationalities 
within the United States, is to save the Aland 
islands for Sweden, the Dalmatian coast for the 
Jugo-Slavs, the Dalmatian eoast for the Italians, 
Danzig for the Poles, the Hedjas for the Arabs, 
Palestine for the Jews, Armenia for the Armenians, 
ete., ete. Then why not Ireland for the Irish? 
There is no reason except that no matter what we 
do or say, there is only one way of establishing 
an Irish republic, and that is by sinking the British 
navy first—the cold truth, no matter how unpleas. 
ant it may be. 

Fatherland ideas grow so rapidly in the United 
States, with demands from Americans of various 
nationalities for action by the United States for 
these various fatherlands, that some Americans 
are beginning to wonder when, in the outreaching 
of human sympathies and emotions, it wili occur 
to Americans to want something done for America. 

The United States of America is the fatherland 
of its citizens. Whatever the United States does 
ought to be, in the very demand of its citizens,

COUNTY SALARIES. 

The members of the board of county commis- 
sioners are elected as trustees to supervise the 
management of county institutions and the forest 
preserve district. With brief interludes of com-| 
parative peace the record of the board for several 
years has been one of strife and discord. The 
causes were often petty and trivial enough, but 
they served to divert attention from the primary 
duties and obligations of the board.

SUPPORT FROM THE NURSES. 


Chicago and Illinois nurses are to be compli- 
mented on their broad policy of “service” an- 
nounced in support of a bill to permit “junior 
nurses.” 

They propose a fair disposition of the problem by 
offering a measure that will admit pf the licensing 
of nurses after a year of training, these licensees 
to be employed in ordinary cases of illness; but also 
providing that graduate or senior nurses must com- 
plete thé full three years’ term of training to render 
them competent for the more serious cases. 

Thus the subject seems covered. A very large 
percentage of the people who are not able to em- 
ploy highly skilled graduate nurses will be able to 
have care at smaller cost. Dangerous epidemics 
will lose much of their menace when patients re- 
ceive common sense care and the profession of 
nursing will not be cheapened. 

The only incidents to be cleared up are those that 
deal with the length of the term of training and 
such things. Some physicians have said that six 
months ought to be enough to give the average 
young woman an intelligent idea of what will be 
expected of her; others say a year. It should be as 
brief as possible consistent with competence.

EMBOLI AND THROMBI. 
HE official statement of the attend- 
ing physicians gave the cause of 
Roosevelt's death as embolus.

The physician who 
visited him four hours before his dedth 
reported him doing well.

Any thing, circumstance, or condition 
that affected Teddy Roosevelt is a mat- 
ter of great public interest. In addi- 
tion, embolism is far from being a rare 
condition. 

A thrombus fs a clot located in a blood 
vessel at the point of its clotting. An 
embolus {s a clot whigh has broken 
away from its point of formation and 
has been stopped in a new location. The 
term clot embolus is used because any 
object which, having been swept along 
in the blood stream, plugs a blood ves- 
sel, is known as an embolus, 3 
Among other forms of emboli dre afr 
emboli and fat emboli. If the embolus 
plugs a blood vessel which supplies tis- 
sues necessary for life death ensues sud- 
denly, as was the case with Col. Roose- 
velt ig the fatal attack.

“Third, the league proposes to take up with 
similar organizations in other countries the impor- 
tance of international action, requesting such or- 
ganizations to join in a call for a conference in the 
immediate future for the purpose of organizing 4 
league of nations in the interest of the complete 
extermination of the beverage liquor traffic 
throughout the nations of the earth.” 


It is also planned to procure publicity through 
the literature of international travel companies 
and organizations. For the building and organiza-* 
tion of temperance sentiment missionary agencies 
in all mission fields will be asked to codperate. 

“We will not overlook educational agencies,” 
“ Prohibition 
propaganda, if properly handled, can be conducted 
through exchange professorships in the universt- 
ties, colleges, lecture courses, general chautauqua 
and lyceum bureaus, university extension work, 
as well as scientific temperance instruction in the 
public schools of all countries similar to that which 
has been so successful in the United States.” 

In addition to all that it is explained that indus- 
trial enterprises and trade organizations of other 
countries will be used as agencies through which 
the industrial trade organizations there may be 
reached. 

Another field which will not be neglected is that 
presented by labor organizations. The league will 
depend upon the labor organizations of this coun- 
try to bring the prohibition program to the atten- 
tion of the labor interests in Europe and else- 
where. A league officer said: 

“Special effort will be made to secure the right 
kind of diplomatic representations by the official 
agents of the United States government in all the 
United States consulates and legations. As the 
United States itself becomes a prohibition country 
the official agents of the nation abroad should ac- 
tually represent the sentiment and attitude of the 
American people as that sentiment is expressed by 
the legislative bodies of the different states and by 


congress.” 


[FOUNDING A MERCHANT MARINE 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 22—The foundation for 
a& permanent organization having for its purpose 
the maintenance and expansion of the American 
merchant marine was laid here today at a confer- 
ence of representatives of ship operators, builders, 
and employés. The meeting was called by Senator 
Ransdell of Louisiana, who presented subjects for 
discussion and who as temporary chairman named 
committees on permanent organization and reso- 
lutions which are to report at the final sessions to- 
morrow. 

Commissioner Charies Page of the shipping board 
said that body would welcomes the advice and as- 
sistance of the conference and other speakers, in- 
cluding some of the foremost shipbuilders of the 
country, were unanimous in declaring opposition 
to government control and operation of ships dur- 
ing peace, and in behalf of a national policy of 
subsidizing shin operation, either by direct pay- 
ment or by application of differential rates. 


They also demanded relinquishment of govern- 
ment wage control in shipyards as a first step to- 
ward meeting world and particularly English com- 
petition. 

J. W. Powell, vicé president of the Bethlehem 
Shipbuilding corporation; Homer L. Ferguson, pres- 
ident of the Newport News Shipbuilding and Dry 
Dock company, and Holden A. Evans, president of 
the Baltimore Dry Dock and Shipbuilding company, 
who spoke for the builders, emphasized the cost 
of building American ships as an insuperable bar- 
rier against any attempt to establish a merchant 
marine without, as Mr. Ferguson said, the nation 
“ paying for it.” 

Mr. Powell said that as nearly as can be cal- 
culated, the difference between the cost of a ship 
built in Great Britain and that of a vessel built 
in this country has increased from abqut $25 or 
$85 a ton before the war to $100 today. ° 

“A great part of that cost,” the speaker de¢lared, 
“is due to the great increase in the cost of labor 
in this country. Our wages, set for us by the gov- 
ernment, have gone up 150 per cent since August, 
1917. There is no possible way efficiency of opera- 
tion by American shipbuilders can bring that cost 
down. 


Mr. Ferguson said his company had “stru 
over the prostrate form of the American shipbuild- 
ing industry for many years before the war to get 
contracts.” 

“There are some practical things this country 
must do if it intends to get and keep a merchant 
marine,” Mr. Ferguson said. “You can’t talk 
about Yankee ingenuity and pass good resolutions 
and do the job. The best shipbuilders in the world

He had bacteria itn his 
blood., These located tn and around the 
wrist joint of his right hand. The state- 
ment was that the veins of his wrist 
were affected. The theory was that the 
bacteria entered the blood stream around 
a diseased tooth. The bacteria caused a 
clot to form either fn the veins of the 
wrist or somewhere else in the body. 
While the clot in its original location 
caused swelling and pain, it did not di- 
rectly endanger life. Why the piece of 
clot floated where it did no one can gay, 
any more than one can say why a log 
floating in a stream lodges on a bar or

Probably few local organizations are 
in a better position to forésee a prob- 
able industrial depression than the Illi- 
nois Manufacturers’ association. They 
bluntly predict trouble unless new con- 
struction is started in the near future. 

“We consider,” the manufacturers’ 
statement says, “that the question of 
employment of men returning from 
abroad, or who were in the service 
in this country, as well as the labor 
which was employed at home, should 


have no difficulty in securing or re- 
taining positions on a fair basis of 
compensation for their services, and 
this can only be brought about if 
there is sufficient work at hand where 
such services will be required. 

“The interests of the employer and 
employés are identical on this subject, 
and the manufacturer cannot continue 
to manufacture his products or employ 
labor unless he has work for labor to 
perform. 

$250,000,000 Work in State. 

“Due care and caution, as applies to 
the interests of the public, can be 
brought about only if these questions 
are handled with the greatest possible 
degree of activity.” 

The “ questions ” referred to are pub- 
lic improvements, of which the manu- 
facturers say that “Illinois has at 
least $250,000,000 -worth of public 
work which it can start almost imme- 
diately and on which any labor Yhat is 
idle may be employed.” 

These opinions are written in an 
appeal for the extension of Ogden ave- 
nue from Union to Lincoln parks which 
was presented to the council commit- 
tee on streets yesterday morning. The 
avoidance of unemployment was the 
principal reason advanced in this plea. 
The civic need of the improvement 
@as subordinated. The city planning 
committee of the City club reversed 
the order of these reasons in adding 
its weight to the forces that favor this 
construction. 


Must Take Quick Action. 


The entire character of the manu- 
facturers’ letter indicates clearly that 
they believe they see serious condi- 
tions ahead for the entire community 
if aggressive action is not taken at 
once. 

They refer to the $60,000,000 hard 
road program, the Union station in 
Chicago, the Illinois Central terminal, 
the Ogden avenue widening, elevation 
of railroad tracks, construction of the 
Twelfth street viaduct, the straighten- 
ing of the river, and $17,000,000 worth 
of miscellaneous improvements as pro- 
jects on which “ work might be start- 
ed very shortly.” Then the plea con- 
tinues: 

“The Illinois Manufacturers’ asso- 
ciation respectfully urges that the pub- 
lic officials having these projects in 
hand immediately take the necessary 
action which will insure a start on 


few months, so that any possibility of 
men being out of work would be im- 
mediately dispelled, 


‘Would Stabilize Business. 


“If the community knew that these 
projects were going ahead the fear of 
an unemployed period would be re- 
moved ahd the effect on business and 
the general stabilization of wages 


After outlining war and demobiliza- 
tion conditions the statement says fur- 
ther: 

“We, therefore, urge that the fore- 
going projects be used immediately as 
a means of bridging the gap between 
the cessation of the manufacture of 
munétions and the beginning of the 
manufacture of commercial products 
in quantities.” 


Would Keep Wages High. 

It is the view of the association that 
if that is done wages will remain at 
their high level for some time. Upon 
the national administration the manu. 
facturers “urge particularly the im- 
‘provement of national waterways, irri- 
gation of lands, and the necessary ex- 
penditures for the rehabilitation of the 
railroads.” 

Gov. Lowden is asked “to see that 
work on $60,000,000 worth of hard 
roads is begun in a measure that will 
absorb idle workmen.” 

“The administration of the city” is 
requested to “ hasten all possible legis- 
lation that will enable ‘progress to be 
made on-the schemes of the Chicago 
plan commission.” Then a specific re- 
quest is made for work on various im- 
provements, including better transpor- 
tation facilities. 


Give Every Soldier a Job: 


“We urge the building of subways 
and improvements in the transporta- 
tion situation in general,” the state- 
ment says and adds this sweeping ob- 
servation: 

“We appreciate all forms of wel- 
come extended to our returning sol- 
diers and sailors, but we deem it of 
far greater and more lasting impor. 
tance that this welcome should be ex- 
tended on the basis of true apprécia- 
tion of their efforts, so that a sufficient 
degree of employment can be had for 
all of those who are so deserving and 
that jobs for all be waiting their re. 
turn.”

CLINNIN REFUSES 
TO BE CANDIDATE 
FOR MAYORALTY 


Colonel Says His First 
Duty Is to His 
Regiment. 


Col. John V. Clinnin of the One Hun- 
dred and Thirtieth infantry, U. S. A., 
has eliminated himself from considera- 
tion as a possible candidate for mayor. 
In a letter dated at Bettendorf, Luxem- 
bourg, the day after Christmas, and 
sent to Charles Zeller, Coi. Clinnin 
expresses his views with respect to the 
Chicago mayoralty. 

His letter said: 

“Your letter stating ‘that friends 
of mine proposed my name as a candi- 
date for mayor’ was received today. 
| am flattered and pleased to know 
that I have received ‘a call’ for such a 
high and important office, but like the 
young lady who has just received a 
proposal, ‘this is so sudden.’ It has 
the same effect on my nervous system 
48 ‘shell shock’ over here. 

Duty to His Men. 

“No! I cannot be a candidate. My 
duty as a soldier requires that I re- 
main in command of my regiment. I 
am vested with the care of 3,600 sons 
of Illinois and must return them to 
their homes in Illinois or account for 
their absence to the people of our 
state. Furthermore, my services are 
still required by my country; we must 
insure the world against war by en- 
forcing peace. Russia must be saved 
from the wolves of bolsheviks. Rus- 
sia must have a sound form of gov- 
ernment. Austria must be reorgan- 
ized and Germany reborn in liberty, 
sans kaiser, sans Prussianism, sans 
militarism. | 

“Chicago has many excellent men 
who are available for mayor. She 
needs a big business man who will 
work for Chicago, one @vho will sur- 
round himself with a cabinet of men 
possessed of executive ability, integ- 
rity, honesty, and fearlessness, having 
(chicago’s interests in mind and giving 
political aspirations only a secondary 
consideration.

“There are many things that Chi- 
cago needs and has been deprived of 
through politics.

Charles E. Merriam will fight to the 
limit for the Republican nomination 
for mayor.

Text of Declaration.

My candidacy was not 
intended for the veto of any one ex- 
cept the people—and there the case 
will go. I invite the confidence of the 
people of Chicago while I give them 
the inside story of this political cam- 
paign, known to all practical politi- 
cians, but not to the busy people. 

“For several weeks I have been a 
candidate for the Republican nomina- 
tion for mayor, at the request of many 
ef my friends for a long time back. 
The Republican factions are divided be- 
tween the city hall crowd and the De- 
neen-Brundage crowd, one of whom 
has named Thompson and the other Ol- 
son as their candidate. 


Why He Lost Support. 


“The support of that part of the 
organization controlled by Mr. Lundin 
could not be expected, in view of the 
fact that I have frequently and ef- 
fectively exposed the evildoing of his 
appointees. I was not supported by 
the other group for two reasons: (1) 
That I was not a good enough organ- 
ization man and could not be relied 
upon to use the power of my office to 
build up the machine; and, (2) that 
certain kingly business interests did 
not want me. Apparently none of these 
objections applied to the belated can- 
didacy of Judge Olson. These evident- 
ly were not the sound business inter- 
ests of the town who do the real work 
of Chicago, but the privilege seeking 
promoter type with some special axe 
to grind.
